least 30,000 doctors, 10,00 dentists | 
and more than 40,000 nurses by 
mext July 1. This will represent, 
the department said, approximate- 
ly 70 per cent of the peak strength 
of the Medical Corps at V-E day. 

Under a new discharge system, 
13,000 “physicians, 25,000 nurses, 
3500 dentists and a “large number” 


of other medical department offi- 
cers will be returned to civilian 
life by Jan. 1. This new system 
for medical department officers no 
longer needed by the army in- 
volves a combination of lower 
point scores, age and length of | 
service. 
80 Points for Discharge. 

The War Department said that 
Medical and Dental Corps officers 
will be considered surplus and 
released if they had 80 points 
Sept. 2, 1945, or are 48 years of 
age or older, or if they entered 
the service prior to Dec. 7, 1941. 
Previously a Medical or Dental 
Corps officer needed from 100 to 
110 points or had to be 50 years 
of age or older in order to gain 
his release. 

Nurses will be released if they 
have 35 points, .. are 35 years: 
of age or older, or are married 
or have dependents under 14 years 
of age. Nurses previously have 
been released if they had 65 points 
or were 40 years of age or older. 

Veterinary Corps officers will 
be discharged if they have 80 or 
more points, or are 42 years of 
age or older or if they joined 
the Army prior to Jan. 1, 1941. 
The discharge plan for Veterinary 
Corps officers previously had pro- 
vided for their release When they 
had 110 points or were 50 years 
of age or older. 

Medical administrative and Sani- 
tary Corps officers with scores of 
70 or more, or 42 years of age or 
older, or who have been in service 
since before Dec. 7, 1941, will be 
released. Formerly, they could not | 
get out until they had 90 points 
or were 45 years of age or older. 

Further Liberalization Likely. 

The department said the dis- | 
charge plan may be further lib-| 
eralized later this year to provide | 
for a rapid release of medical of- 
ficers as. they become surplus. 

Physical therapists and dietitians 
will now be released if they have 
40 points, or are 40 years of age,

FORD LAYS OFF 50,000, 


STRIKES HALT SUPPLIES 


‘Company Charges That ‘Outbreaks by Irre- 
sponsible Labor Groups Are Im- 
pending Reconversion.’ 


DETROIT, Sept. 14 (AP)—The 
Ford Motor Co. said today that 
because of strikes against “many 
of our suppliers,” it was laying 
off 50,000 men indefinitely. 

The company said in a state- 
ment: 

“After several weeks’ operations 
in the face of crippling and un- 
authorized strikes against many 
of our. suppliers, the Ford Motor 
Co. is being forced to halt vir- 
tually all of its productions op- 
erations late today. 

“We have considered all angles 
of the situation. We, wanted to 
keep men at work. We had hoped 
that by this time we would be 
hiring more men. Instead, we are 
telling 50,000 of our employes to 
stay off their jobs indefinitely. 

“In two and one-half months 
we have produced fewer automo- 
biles than we could@in three hours 
of normal production and the ma- 
jor reason is that these continued 
outbreaks by irresponsible labor 
groups are impeding the regular 
progress of reconversion. 

“It is time that the country as 
a whole recognizes the seriousness 


of the situation. There can’ be no 
return to peacetime production s0 
long as this conditon exists. Every 
day without a full day’s work de- 
lays the industrial comeback of 
this nation. 

“There isn’t a city or town in 
the country that won’s be adverse- 
ly affected, because all our other 
supplies will have to curtain 
worth. Our dealers—more_ than 
6000 of them—are hit hard. It 
means that with our 50,000 men 
more than 125,000 people in this 
country will suffer. 

“We don’t know when we can 
reopen our plants. 

“It’s difficult to admit that a 
company like Ford must be closed 
because labor insists on selfish 
politics when everyone’s economic 
future is at stake. 

“But it’s true.” 

Some 4500 employes on the Kel- 
sey-Hayes Wheel Co. are on strike 
here. Ford employes were made 
idle because of a shortage of parts 
from the Kelsey-Hayes plant. At 
Windsor, Ont., 10,000 production 
workers of the Ford Motor Co. 
are on strike.

Rainfall of 2.31 inches in the

LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP)—With 
indictments against 24

Shawcross were his predecessor, 
Sir David Maxwell Fyfe, and So- 
licitor General Sir Frank Soskice. 

A spokesman for Justice Robert 
H. Jackson, chief American prose- 
cutor, said the German group 
headed by Marshal Hermann 
Goering, would be arraigned on a 
blanket conspiracy charge of plot- 
ting against peace. However, the 
indictments will cite specific 
charges against individuals. 

Jackson left yesterday for 
Nuernberg after conferring with 
Secretary of State Byrnes, and 
with prosecutors representing Brit- 
ain, Franceand Soviet Russia. 
The trials are not expected to be-

UTLER'S DOCTORS 
GIVE AMERICANS 
S CASE HISTORY: 
NOT ARUG-CHEWER 


Injections of Glucose and 
Vitamins Kept Him Go- 


Normal — They Are 
Convinced He Is Dead.

OBER-URSEL, Germany, Sept. 
14—Adolf Hitler, the itinerant 
Austrian house painter, whose de- 
lusions of grandeur plunged civi- 
lization into the most tragic mess 
it has ever known, was inspired 
by hypodermic needles, but he 
never chewed carpets; in his last 
years his sex life was that of a 


normal man; today he is as dead 
as Pharaoh. : 

This is the unanimous and 
hitherto unrevealed opinion of 
‘four of Der Fuehrer’s personal 
physicians, who are _ preparing 
here for the American Army the 
most detailed study of his life that 
may ever be compiled. 

This report, which already bulks 
175 pages after six weeks’ work, 
may take another two months to 
finish and then its highlight will 
be released to the world, says 
Brig. Gen. Edwin Luther Sibert, 
chief intelligence officer of 
United States occupation forces in 
Germany. 

The four medicos, who are con- 
vinced that Hitler died in Berlin 
in April are: Dr. Kar] Brandt, his 
surgeon, who as chief of all 
medical research in Germany was 
one of the brains behind the Nazi 
“mercy” killings; Dr. Theo Morel, 
described as Der Fuehrer’s chief 
physician; Dr. Erwin Giesing, eye, 
ear, nose and throat specialist and 
Dr. Hans Karl von Hasselbach, 
surgeon. 

Brandt is a possible war crim- 
inal, but the status of the others 
is unclear. They are being con- 
stantly questioned by Lt. George 
Wenzel, German-born interrogator, 
who left the Reick in 1939 and at- 
tended Amherst, the University of 
Washington, and Washington State 
before joining the Army in New 
York City. 

Although their dossiers cannot 
be officially disclosed until some- 
body produces an identifiable cor- 
pus delicti, American intelligence 
officers privately concur in the 
belief that Hitler is dead. 

Last Saw Hitler in April. 

Morel last saw Der Fuehrer on 
April 21 in Berlin and said that 
he was so excited and nervous 
that he had to be doped to keep 
up his strength. Eva Braun was 
with him then. 

Although confirming his psy- 
chopathic tendencies, the doctors 
said that Hitler’s rug-biting was a 
myth. His mental energy is at- 
tributed in part to his vegetable 
diet and to constant injections of 
glucose and vitamins. They de- 
scribed his relations with Eva 
Braun as those of a normal hus- 
band and wife. 

(The tale that Hitler chewed 
rugs is said to have originated in 
the use by a German propagandist 
of the German word “Teppich- 
fresser” with respect to Der 
Fuehrer. Literally, the word means 
carpet-eater, but the slang usage 
describes one who paces back and 
forth until figurately, at least, he

NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP) — 
Japanese character was stripped 
bare last night by a man who 
‘knows it well—Gen. Jonathan M., 
Wainwright. 

He demanded neither “a soft oc- 
cupation nor a soft peace.” 

“The Japanese can be subservi- 
ent; they can be pleasant and co- 
operative if it suits their purpose,” 
he said at a dinner given in his 
honor after a wild reception in 
New York streets. 

“But the men who were cap- 
tured’ on Bataan and Corregidor 
‘have seen the Japanese character 
in the raw. 

“They have seen what Japanese 
soldiers do when they are on top, 
and I think all of us who lived 
through tortured days are deter- 
mined they shall never be on top 
again, 

“It {is unimportant now what 
happened to me .”’ said the 
general, who spent 39 months in 
a JapaneSe prison camp after the 
hopeless days of Bataan and Cor- 
regidor. “But I think it is very 
important that the American peo- 
ple understa the nature of this 
people we have beaten back to 
their poor earth, 

“T have seen the Japanese as 
they are—with the veneer stripped 
off. I shall bear the scars of 
those years all my life, and I 
could not forget them if I would. 

“I have come to know the cun- 
ning with which they conceal their 
true nature, and how quickly it 
leaps forth when there is no im- 
mediate chance of retaliation... 


Not Sorry tor Their Acts, 


“The Japanese are not sorry for 
what they have done to countless 
thousands in the populations of 
countries they have overrun. 

“They are not sorry for the tor- 
ture they have. inflicted on Amer- 
ican soldiers. It simply would not 
occur to them to be sorry, be- 
cause. they have done nothing 
which is at variance with their 
accepted philosophy. 

“That is the point which should 
be clearly understood. I am a 
soldier and so do not pretend to 
know how long will be required 
or by what steps the bestial ele- 
ments in their nature can be erad- 
icated. But until we are assured 
‘that these qualities have been ex- 
tinguished—not simply submerged 
then the Japanese nation,

Jap Premier Wants U. S. to Forget 
Pearl Harbor, Rebuild His Nation 


In Return, Japan Is Will- 


ing to Overlook Atomic 
Bomb Havoc, Higashi- 
Kuni Says. 


By RUSSELL BRINES 

TOKYO, Sept. 14 (AP)—Premier 
Prince Higashi-kuni called on the 
people of America to forget Pearl 
Harbor as Japan builds “a com- 
pletely new, peaceful” nation, in 
an exclusive statement to the As- 
sociated Press today. 

“America has won and Japan 
has lost,” the Premier wrote in 
answer to a letter from the A.P. 
“The war is ended, Let us now 
bury hate. This has been my pol- 
icy since organization of the pres- 
ent cabinet. 

“People of America—won’t you 
forget Pearl Harbor; we Japa- 
nese people will forget the pic- 
ture of devastation wrought by 
the atomic bomb and will start 

entirely anew as a peace-loving 
nation.” 

The Premier, whose entire pub- 
lic life heretofore has been spent 
in the army, promised that “the 
Japanese people will for the first 
time enjoy freedom from oppres- 
sion by the militarist clique” as 
freedom of speech and of the press 
are gradually extended. 

The Premier recently publicly 
solicited letters of criticism and 
suggestions from the people and 
promised an answer whenever 
possible—an unprecedented prom- 
ise in Japan’s history. 

The A.P. took him at his word 
and sent a letter containing 10 
questions and received a nine-page 
letter of reply within 24 hours. 

Higashi-kuni sketched a _ long 
and difficult period ahead in 
building a “new Japan.” He listed 
these major immediate problems: 

“First, how to carry out faith- 
fully the provisions of Potsdam 
declaration in orderly and sys- 
tematic fashion while maintain- 
ing general order and not throw- 
ing the country into confusion: 

“Second, food, clothing and 
shelter for the people; 

“Third, unemployment, which 
will total an estimated 15,000,000 
persons.” 

Higashi-kun! said “mere recov- 
ery or reconstruction” of Japan 
was insufficient, asserting, “we 
intend to build a completely new 
and peaceful Japan; we intend to 
built a country of high moral 
principles and culture, I think it 
will require years for us to com- 
plete this task. 

“All our internal inconsistencies 
will be brought to light as a result 
of Japan’s defeat. The conflict 
between the old and the new may 
take the form of a struggle among 
political parties or of strikes, but 
I do not think such conflicts 
should be avoided. 

“It is my firm belief that a new 
Japan, progressive and just, will 
be born as a result of these con- 
flicts.” 

Higashi-kun! said it was his 
opinion that the start of the Su- 
perfortress raids marked the turn- 
ing point in the war. 

On Causes of War. 

Asked what he considered to be 
the causes of Japan’s defeat, the 
Premier wrote: 

“The first was because morality 
has lost its hold in Japan. We 
can Say one reason for our trage- 
dy was that no great statesman 
appeared in Japan. We can also 
count as one reason lack of cour- 
age on the part of the Japanese 
people to defend justice, so they 
were unable to correct the mis- 
taken guidance of militarists and 
bureaucrats. 

“Then, also, our army leaders 
miscalculated the actual

Gen. MacArthur, noting ime 
Patience at the so-called “soft” 
approach to the occupation of 
Japan, issued a lengthy statement,

“It is extraordinarily difficult 
for me at times to exercise that 
degree of patience which is un- 
questionably demanded if the 
long-time policies which have been 
decreed are to be successfully ac- 
complished without repercussions 
which would be detrimenta] to 
the well-being of the world, but I 
am restraining myself to the best 
of my ability and I am greatly 
satisfied with the progress being 
made.”

Big Five Action Opens 


Conference to Many 


Territorial Demands— 


Allies Still Apart on 
Balkans. 


LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP) — The 
Big Five council of foreign min- 
isters tonight invited nations 
which were at war with Italy to 
submit proposals for the Italian 
peace settlement. 

The decision threw the confer- 
ence open to the territorial de- 
mands of numerous nations, Italy, 
Australia, Canada. India, New 
Zealand, South Africa and Yugo- 
slavia were invited to express their 
views at a meeting of the foreign 
ministers next Monday. 

Earlier in the day, as the coun- 
cil resumed drafting of the Italian 
peace treaty, Egypt dispatched 
notes asking for control of the 
greater part of the adjoining 
colony of Cirenaica (Libya). 

Balkans Continue an Issue, 

The Balkans continued as the 
main point of tension. A slightly 
better atmosphere, however, was 
created with the disclosure that 
the Russian-Romanian agreement 


paring down Romanian repara- 
tions was negotiated with knowl- 
edge of the Allied Control Com- 
mission in Bucharest. Concern 
had been expressed over the pos- 
sibility that Russia had acted 
alone. 

King Peter of Yugoslavia was 
reported encouraged by his talk 
yesterday with Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes, in which he 
urged the United States to help 
broaden the Yugoslav government 
and assure democratic elections, 

Another Balkan monarch in 
exile, George II of Greece, hurried 
back from a vacation in Scotland 
to confer with the Greek regent, 
Archbishop Damaskinos. The re- 
gent also talked to Byrnes yester- 
day. 

Damaskinos was understood to 
have told Byrnes the Greek popu- 
lation was concerned over Com- 
munist-inspired outbreaks. He was 
reported to have said that if elec 
tions were held now the monarchy 
would be returned to power, but 
this would be but a temporary re- 
action and the agitation to oust 
the monarchy would return later. 

British Foreign Secretary Ern- 
est Bevin has presented a pro- 
posal for an Italian peace treaty 
which is being studied by Byrnes, 
Soviet Foreign Commissar V. M. 
Molotev, Chinese Foreign Minis- 
ter Wang Shih-chieh and French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault. 

Russian Stand on Balkans, 

The Russians, who agreed to 
consider the Italian treaty first, 
now are reported arguing that the 
treaties with the former Axis sat- 
ellite states in the Balkans, Ro- 
mania, Bulgaria and Hungary, 
should be given just as prompt 
attention. The British and Amer- 
icans were said to hold that they 
could not discuss the Balkan 
treaties so long as these nations 
are ruled by governments not rec- 
ognized by London and Washing- 
ton. 

Byrnes has summoned his Bal- 
kans experts, possibly in anticipa- 
tion of an impasse on the issue. 
Molotov and Bevin also were re 
ported meeting their advisers, 

As the British and Americans 
debated with the Russians over 
the Balkans, the Moscow radio 
said Romanian Premier Petru 
Groza had announced that parlia- 
mentary elections would be held 
soon “on a ~basis of universal, 
direct and secret ballot.” 

In the rush of preliminaries to 
the Big Five council's work of 
writing the peace, all interested 
countries are busily preparing 
their views and presenting claims. 

The British dominions, paced by 
Australia, whose Foreign Minister 
Herbert V. Evatt is here, have 
asked for a part in the peace set- 
tlement, and it was understood 
England put their case before the 
Big Five. Other delegations were 
reported to have raised objections,

FURTHER SPEEDUP 
IN DEMOBILIZING 
ARMY CONSIDERED 


Assistant Staff Chief 
Says Estimates of 
Troops Needed in 
Japan May Be Reduced. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP)— 
With three out of four men now 
in the Army already assured of re- 
lease by July 1, military leadgrs 
held out the possibility today of a 
still faster demobilization. 


The Senate Military Committee 
was advised by Maj. Gen. I. H. 
Edwards, assistant chief of: staff, 
tnat estimates of occupation 
troops needed in Japan may be 
scaled down. 

If so, this would permit a re- 
duction below the Army’s planned 
strength of 2,500,000 by next July. 

Edwards said General Staff of- 
ficers now are discussing the ques- 
tion with Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur and that the supreme. com- 
mander’s estimates are “very 
fluid.” Any change probably would 
be downward, he added. 

The plans for an Army of 
500,000 by mid-summer of next 
year are based on a division of 
troops in this manner: -In the 


? . 
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United States, 1,000,000. 

Maj. Gen. S. G. Henry, an as- 
sistant chief of staff, gave it as 
his opinion that needs would work 
out to less than 2,500,000 troops. 

The plans for a reduction to that 
figure contemplate’ release of 
about 6,000,000 of the present 
Army of 8,050,000, or about three 
out of every four men. They call 
for induction, meantime, of 500,- 
000 men, The Army hopes also to 
enlist a regular Army of 300,000 
volunteers, but the majority of 
these may come from men already 
in uniform. 

Ahead of Schedule, 

Bearing out previous testimony 
before the committee that demo- 
bilization is ahead of schedule, the 
War Department announced last 
night that five divisions previous- 
ly set for later return grom Eu- 
rope will be home by the end of 
this month, They are the Ninth 
and Bixteenth Armored and the 
Sixty-third, Sixty-ninth and Nine- 
ty-ninth Infantry. 

Members of the Senate gtoup 
generally expressed satisfaction 
with the Army’s plans as outlined 
in two days of testimony. 
Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, said he thought the 
hearings had cleared up many 
points, Senator Gurney (Rep.), 
South Dakota, added that he 
thought the Army had made a 
“good presentation.” 

New Separation Centers, ' 

Henry reported yesterday that 
the air and service forces are 
setting up 145 temporary separa- 
tion centers to speed the dis- 
charge of 258,000 men eligible for 
release. The Army later raised 
the number of temporary separa- 
tion centers to 155. 

He also said that 200,000 offi- 
cers have been “tagged” for re- 
lease and 400,000 others will be 
out by July 1. 

One committee ‘member - still 
critical of Army policy was Sen- 
ator Edwin C. Johnson (Dem.), 
Colorado.

be shot in reprisal, 
| While the threat never was car- 
‘ried out at that camp despite sev- 
‘eral escapes, the practice was fol- 
lowed at another camp 90 miles 
away after a Marine escaped, he 
said. 

Tortured and Then Shot. 

Dobervich said eight men who 
were caught sneaking out of camp 
to buy food were tied to posts in 
the hot sun for five days with no 
food and only a trace of water. 
Three of them, Filipinos, died. 
The other five, four Americans 
and one Filipino, were shot after 
the ordeal. Vinton was forced to 
drive the truck that carried the 
Americans to the place of execu- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14 (AP)— 
Radio networks of the National 
Broadcasting Co. and the Amer- 
ican Broadcasting Co. returned to 
normal operation today after a 
26-hour strike by 500 union broad- 
cast engineers. 

The engineers began returning 
in New York and other major 
cities last night. The walkout 
ended after officers of the com- 
panies and the independent union, 
the National Association of Broad- 
cast Engineers and Technicians, 
agreed to restime negotiations to- 
day for a new wage contract. 

Breakdown of these negotia- 
tions, union leaders said, caused 
the engineers to walk out Wednes- 
day night. The broadcasting com- 
panies termed the strike “un- 
authorized.” 

After a brief period of silent air, 
N.B.C. and A.B.C. used executives 
not connected with the union to 
continue their programs, A few 
programs were canceled Wednes- 
day night, but a ‘fairly normal 
schedule was maintained yester- 
day. 

The old contract between the 
union and the companies expired 
in June 1944, and negotiations for 
a& new one began last week, 

Disputed points concerned re- 
quests for a general wage increase 
averaging 35 per cent, and over- 
time after eight hours in any day, 
A. T. Powley, union president, 
said, 

Powley «said the men received 
from $226 to $381 monthly for a 
five-day week, but were obliged 
to work as many as 12 hours a 
day without overtime pay. N.B.C, 
said the men received an average 
yearly salary of $3600. 

N.B.C, television station WNBT 
was not on the air last night at 7 
o'clock because of the strike. The

SALES OF DRINKING MILK 
SET RECORD IN AUGUST 


Daily average sales of drinking 
milk in the St. Louis area set a 
record ‘last month, 

William C, Eckles, milk market 
administrator here, reported to- 
day that sales were 904,881 pounds 
a day, exceeding the previous rec- 
ord last June of 897,500 pounds 
‘sold daily. He attributed increased 
consumption of milk this summer 
to general food and beverage 
shortages. 

For the entire month of August, 
a total of 28,051,326 pounds of 
whole milk was delivered by 3541 
producers in this area. In addi- 
tion, dairymen marketed 766,397 
pounds of by-product milk. Pro- 
ducers received an average price 
of $3.61 a hundredweight for milk 
testing 3.5 per cent butterfat, two 
cents more than the July price,

TOTAKE ANY ACTION

TOKYO, Sept. 14 (by radio)—

Emperor Hirohito’s invaluable as- 
sistance in the peaceful occupa- 
tion of Japan, it is not believed 
here that he will be tried as a war 
criminal, as suggested in an Asso- 
ciated Press story from Washing- 
ton. printed in the Army daily 
newspaper, Pacifican. 

Such an action would be a vio- 
lation of an implied pledge to 
respect the person of the Em- 
peror, whose tremendous influ- 
ence over his people made the 
bloodless occupation possible. 

When the first handful of 
American forces arrived, there 
were hundreds of thousands of 
Japanese Army and Navy men a 
stone’s throw distant, still in pos- 
session of their equipment. The 
fact that there has not been a 
single hostile incident is full evi- 
dence that the Emperor’s rescript 
'has been of invaluable aid to Gen. 
| Douglas MacArthur’s plan. 


“evidently MacArthur has the 
final decision on Hirohito.” This 
is considered untrue because or- 
ders for either the ouster or trial 
of the Emperor must come from 
Washington, even though MacAr- 
thur’s powers are almost unlim-

Although the Navy’s use of phy- 
sicians does not come within the 
scope of the Downey subcommit- 
tee’s inquiry, it was learned that 
the Navy's practices have paral- 
leled those of the Army. 

The Navy, however, is standing 
pat on its system of officer dis- 
charges, including those officers 
who are doctors. By Jan. 1 the 
Navy, 
will have discharged only 1100 of 
its 14,000 physician-officers. 


The basic difficulty appears to 
have been that both services op- 
erated on the “fireman. theory” in 
organizing their medical services 
-—-that is, they figured that they 
should have on hand doctors 
wherever and whenever’ they 
might be needed in some emer- 
gency. The result was that doc- 
tors, and whole medical units, 
sat around idle a great deal of the 
time, just as firemen sit around 
in their station houses between 
fires. 

Critics regard this system in a 
day of aigplanes and other rapid 
transportation as a grotesque 
anachronism,.: They hold that the 
services should have _ provided 
fluid, mobile staffs of physicians 
who could have been transported 
from point to point, wherever their 
services were needed. 


Subcommittee’s Findings. 
The Downey subcommittee has 
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learned: 

That some of the base hospi- 
tal units organized by medical 
schools were set up and fully 
staffed more than a year before 
they had a single patient, 

That the Army's “table of or- 
ganization” calling for specified 
numbers of medical officers for 
specified groups of men, was fol- 
lowed religiously, whether there 
was anything for the medical 
officers to do. 

That there was widespread 
duplication of medical units 
among the army and navy and 
the various branches of the 
army. In the Pacific, for’ in- 
stance, there would be a med- 
ical unit for the navy, another 
for the Army Air Forces and 
another for the Army Service 
Forces, all set up at the same 
bases, and so close together that 
one could stand in any one of 
them and throw a stone at any 
of the others. 


That battalion surgeons, front- 
line medical officers, functioned 
as little more than first-aid 
men. Wounded were quickly re- 
moved to field and evacuation 
hospitals, and then to general 
hospitals, so that most of the 
time, somewhere along the 
chain of progression, and even 
when battle casualties were 
heavy, one or another of these 
medical groups had little or 
nothing to do. 

That fewer than 50 per cent 
of the physicians in service saw 
duty in hospitals, where they

Japanese he did not believe the 
war against them would be fin- 
ished until the end of 1946 “or 
the middle of 1947.” 


“T thought that then,” he said, 
“because the last thing we heard 
was that Gen. MacArthur had 
landed in the Philippines about 
the end of October and that it 
would take him until now to clean 


up the Philippines and a year to @ 
occupy an island within striking | 


distance of Japan.” 


He said he had no idea of the 
later progress of the war until 
last Aug. 1, when he said he ob- 
served a change in the attitude 
of the guard detachment at the 
prisoner-Of-war camp 150 miles 
northeast of Mukden, Manchuria. 


“They acted depressed,” Gen. 
Wainwright said, “and on the 
night of Aug. 18, while I was eat- 
ing my supper an American sol- 
dier came in and said to me: 
‘Congratulations, General, the war 
is over.” 

The general said the soldier ex- 

lained that an American-born 

apanese interpreter told him 
about the end of the war. 

“Tl asked the soldier if the in- 
terpreter was drunk or sober and 
the soldier told me that the inter- 
preter had had a bit of sake and 
I did not put much stock in the 
story. 

“Amicably Terminated.” 

The next morning, Gen. Wain- 
wright continued, a Japanese army 
lieutenant lined up the prisoners 
and read to them from a prepared 
paper: 

“‘By order of the Emperor the 
war has now been amicably ter- 


*| minated.’ ” 


“We all laughed,” the general 
added. 

The following mornjng, he said, 
an American medical officer, a 
Maj. La Marr, arrived at the 
camp and explained he had para- 
chuted Aug. 16 to effect their re- 
lease and shipment to the Amer- 
ican lines.

ORLD reconstruction today is one of the foremost aims in the 


States.

“It is important to our national 
interest,” as former Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull has observed, 
“to encourage the establishments 
fi Europe of strong and progres- 
sive popular governments, 


‘the social welfare of the people as 
a whole—governments which will 


join the common efforts of nations 


in creating the conditions of last- 
ing peace, and in promoting the 
expansion of production, employ- 
ment and the exchange and con- 


sumption of goods which are the. 


material foundations of the liber- 
ty and welfare of all peoples.” 

But if our economic assistance 
fs to be put to effective use, a 
favorable economic atmosphere 
meeds to be created. Dangerous 
obstacles which now stand in the 
way of economic co-operation 
need to be removed. 

One of these obstacles is the 
system of import restrictions by 
which most countries—our own in- 
cluded—have sought to “protect” 
marginal producers and uneco- 
nomic industries. As I have al- 
ready suggested, it seems to me 
that a world conference for the 
formulation of an _ international 
economic charter ought to be 
called into being as speedily as 
possible to sweep stifling re- 
straints aside. 


Would Cancel War ‘Debts.’ 

There is another formidable ob- 
stacle to co-operation in the war 
debts which bedeviled the rela- 
tions between nations after World 
War I and threaten to do so again 
if they are not brought into line 
with contemporary realities. These 
“debts’—the term: ought never to 
be used in donnettion with finan- 
cial aid extended among allies 
for the advancement of a com- 
mon cause—are reeorded in a vast 
mumber of complicated account 
books. Here is o set of books 
which are really fit for burning. 
The whole world would be a great 
deal better off if we celebrated 
victory with a vast bonfire of all 
the “war debt” ledgers in ex- 
istence. 

Some of these are quite quaint 
antiquities. We carry in our own 
books, for example, the billions of 
dollars “owed” to us by our allies 
of World War I. The fiction that 
these are payable is merely an 
irritant in international relations. 
They represent a part of the price 
we paid for victory in 1918, and 
ought to be written off accord- 
ingly. 

The lend-lease obligations of 
this war are an even clearer caSe. 
President Roosevelt said from the 
beginning that they were not to be 
considered a debt. Congress, in 
passing the lend-lease act, made 
it plain that “the United States 
wanted no new war debts to jeop- 
ardize the coming peace.” It pro 
vided specifically that repayment 
might be in any “direct or indirect 
benefit which the President deems 
satisfactory,” and the master lend- 
leaSe agreements declare that the 
eventual settlement should be such 
as not to burden commerce but to 
promote better economic relations 
throughout the world. 


Lend-Lease Aided Victory. 

We have already received an 
abundant direct benefit from lend- 
lease in the form of victory. And 
the most valuable indirect benefits 
we can hope to receive will be in 
the form of friendship, security 
and expanding economic oppor- 
tunities. We cannot secure these 
by haggling. The most effective 
way to get them is through an 
outright cancellation of the fi- 
mancial side of all the lend-lease 
accounts in one clean, generous 
gesture of good will toward the 
world. 

If the United States does this, 
we shall be in a position to sug- 
gest to other countries a similar 
cancellation—or at least a_ sub- 
_ stantial scaling down—of al] the 
other burdensome obligations 
which the war has left as a legacy. 
In this connection, the position of 
Great Britain, as I pointed out in 
my second article, is the most dif- 
ficult of all; there muSt be a sharp 
reduction in her sterling indebted- 
mess held largely by her empire 
associates if she is to abandon em- 
pire preference and bilateral 
agreements for the sake of par- 
ticipation in a system of free mul- 
tilateral trade. And British par- 
ticipation is indispensable to the 
successful operation of such a 
System. : 

The problem is not to browbeat 
or cajole t@e British into embrac- 
ing the system we desire, but sim- 
ply to make it feasible for them to 
participate in it. For them, as for 
ourselves, it is the only system 
which affords the promise of real 
freedom and prosperity. 

Loans to Expand Trade. 

Once the stultifying fog of war 
“debts” has been cleared away, it 
will be possible to undertake pro- 
ductive loans for the future—loans 
which an expanding world trade 
will make it possible for the bor- 
“rowers to pay. As I have already 
pointed out, such loans are neces- 
sary if the countries ravaged by 
- war are to rebuild their shattered 
cities, modernize their industries 
so as to produce efficiently, and 
purchase needed imports untiJ 
such time as they can bring their 
foreign trade into balance. 

These loans must be neither too 
little nor too late. They must be 
made on a large scale; they must 


~ 


dedi- | 
cated like our own to improving. 


be made promptly, and they must 
be on generous terms, They would 
amount in all perhaps to as much 
as 25 billion dollars in credits for 
the purchase of goods in the Unit- 
ed States over a 5- to 10-year pe- 
riod—somewhat less than our ex- 
penditures for four months of 
war. Some of this, $2,800,000,000 
has already been made available 
‘through the Export-Import Bank; 
| 12 billions more can be provided 
through the Bretton Woods mech- 
anism. 

Repayment should probably not 
begin for a decade or so—in order 
|to give the borrowers a chance to 
‘get on their feet—and should ex- 
tend over a period of 30 or 40 
years, The rate of interest should 
certainly be no more than the 
United States government must 
pay in order to borrow the desired 
funds from its own citizens; per- 
haps the loans ought to be made 
without any interest at all. In 
any case, they should be of such 
a character as to bolster, not bur- 
den, those to whom they are made. 


Repayment in Materials. 

Repayment can be made, at least 
in part, in the form of strategic 
raw materials, American reserves 
of which have been depleted to 
meet the peak production require- 
ments of war. We stand in vital 
need of such materials as petro- 
leum, Manganese, tungsten, mer- 
cury, lead and zinc. Our economy 
would be enriched by such replen- 
ishments of our resources. 

We already have in existence in 
this country a mechanism for deal- 
ing with the related problems of 
war-debt adjustment and future 
loans — the National Advisory 
Council on International Monetary 
and Financial Problems, created 
by Congress in connection with 
the Bretton Woods legislation. 
This council, consisting of the 
Secretary of the Treasury as chair- 
man, the Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of Commerce, the for-

Two Justifications. 

There are, in general, two broad, 
simple and compelling justifica- 
tions for the enlightened—I will 
not call it generous—economic 
assistance to the world which I 
have recommended. 

The first of these justifications 
is on moral grounds: a dispropor- 
tionate share of the war’s burden 
has fallen upon our allies, while 
we in the United States are reap- 
ing the fruits of victory in full 
measure. In demobilizing our own 
soldiers and sailors, we endeavor 
to see to it that they are accorded 
full opportunity to return to 
school or to jobs which they held 
before they went into uniform and 
we give them funds to tide them 
over an adjustment period. No one 
will doubt that this is our first 
duty. But, without prejudicing 
this, we ought to make some com- 
parable provision, I think, to aid 
the demobilization of partners who 
went into combat earlier than we 
and who sustained more grievous 
losses in the attainment of a com- 
mon victory. 

The second justification is a 
more practical one: the extension 
of American aid is indispensable 
if we are to avoid a return to the 
economic conditions which pro- 
duced two world wars and a ruin- 
ous world depression in between. 
Nothing could be more absurd 
than the fears expressed by some 
that American aid would merely 
have the effect of speeding social- 
ism in England and on the conti- 
nent of Europe. The very contrary 
seems to me to be the case. 
Bloody revolutions grow out of 
despair. Our aid will enable the 
more moderate liberal govern- 
ments of England and western 
Europe to survive the crisis now 
confronting them. It will enable 
them to take their places in a 
reinvigorated system of private 
enterprise. 


As to Aid for Russia. 


Neither have we anything to 
fear from promoting the indus- 
trialization and productivity of 
foreign countries including Russia. 
They will become better customers 
for American goods as their 
standard of living rises. Our larg- 
est and most advant&geous foreign 
trade has never been with rela- 
tively undeveloped countries such 
as China and Jndia, but rather 
with highly industrialized coun- 
tries such as England and Canada. 
An increase in the world’s ca- 
pacity to produce goods, and to 
consume them, is the best possible 
assurance of opportunity to ex- 
pand our own economic welfare 
through trade. 

The choice before the world to- 
day is one of closed economies 
bartering bilaterally for exclusive 
trading privileges and _ striving 
always for a narrow self-suffi- 
ciency, or of a unified economy 
based on stable currencies and 
multilateral exchange of goods 
under liberal rules of trade. The 
former means ever-increasing regi- 
mentation of internal as well as 
external econvmic affairs and 
eventually the end of all free en- 
terprise. The latter is the way of 
freedom and of individual initia- 
tive.

Good-Neighborhood Groups 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The ambitious and gigantic task of 
eradicating blight and slums in our city 
is in capable hands and should be pro- 
ductive of great results. Certainly one 
of the co-operative steps in this gigantic 
plan should be the organized support of 
every improvement association in St. 
Louis, and I am confident that this sup- 
port will be cheerfully given, 

A few years ago, a section of this city 
bounded by Kingshighway on the east, 
Cabanne avenue on the south, Maple 
avenue on the north and Union avenue 
on the west, was in danger of becoming 
a blighted area because of obsolescence. 
While this area was zoned for single- 
family residence, it actually had no true 
status from a standpoint of zoning, be- 
cause, contrary to the law, much of it 
was in multiple usage. 

After careful consideration and con- 
sultation with our various city planning 
groups, it was decided to institute pro- 
cedure to change the zoning to allow 
multiple-family dwelling. Then we rec- 
ognized that no neighborhood could well 
develop without the organized support 
of its property owners, 

We decided to organize an improve- 
ment association. We felt that to be a 
good neighbor was the true spirit of St. 
Louis. We therefore incorporated un- 
der the name, “Raymond Place Good 
Neighborhood Association,” with Dean 
Alexander S. Langsdorf as our first 
president. Our organized effort has in- 
deed brought excellent results. 

I call your attention to this example, 
not because I advocate multiple-dwelling 
usage for obsolete areas, but to point 
to the fact that with the organized effort 
of good-neighborhood groups working 
diligently for the preservation and de- 
velopment of their community, the se- 
curity of that section is assured. If an 
investigation could be made, I am sure 
that statistics would prove that within 
this bounded area I have mentioned 
more money has been spent and more 
improvements have been launched than 
in any other like section in the city, 

There is no question, as you state, 
that lack of proper maintenance can 
and does create new slums, Let’s not 
have slums. Let's back the attack of 
Mr, Ford and his commission by organ- 
izing good-neighborhood associations. 

“Be a good neighbor, join your good 
neighbors, help make a Better neighbor- 
hood”—that is our slogan. Let it be the 
slogan for all communities of St. Louis.

Action on Jap Criminals 


In the big jobs of squaring accounts with the 
Axis and making sure that its members will never 
again plunge the world into war, there are two 
sets of criminals to be tried and punished. So it 
is reassuring to hear from “a high Government 
authority” that this country is not overlooking 
the Jap criminals while preparing for the trials 
of major German offenders, to be held this fall 
at Nuernberg. 

However, the statement is not wholly satis- 
factory in its phrasing as to “quick and vigorous 
action against Japanese war criminals paralleling 
measures taken against German war criminals.” 

The action against the Germans has been 
neither quick nor vigorous. There have been 
innumerable delays in starting the trials. There 
are disturbing indications that trial of only the 
top officers of the German General Staff, that 
chronic war-plotting aggregation, is contem- 
plated, leaving lesser figures to go free. Exile 
instead of capital punishment seemingly is con- 
templated for even some of the worst officer- 
criminals. 

What is wanted, then, in the case of the Jap- 
anese criminals is not action “paralleling” that 
being taken with the Germans, but’ something 
much more speedy and efficient. In due time, 
we hope, the confusion and false starts in pre- 
paring for the trials of the Nazis will come to an 
end, but there is no reason to repeat all the 
dilly-dallying in the case of the Japs. Our re- 
sponsible officers in Japan should be able to 
benefit by the mistakes and delays encountered 
in dealing with the Hitler gang’s survivors. | 

Gen. MacArthur seems to be proceeding as 
rapidly as possible to round up the Jap crim- 
inals. He has ordered the arrest of 47 ring- 
leaders, abolished the Imperial Staff, suppressed 
the Domei propaganda outlet, called for disband- 
ing of the notorious Black Dragon terrorist so- 
ciety and is gathering evidence on the torturers 
of the prison camps. Some critics say MacArthur 
should be moving more rapidly, but delays in 
Tokyo are of a quite different nature from delays 
in Nuernberg. 

Gen. MacArthur is engaged in a job of oc- 
cupation, starting literally from scratch, for there 
was no invasion of Japan until after acceptance 
of surrender terms. By contrast, Germany was 
almost totally occupied by V-E day, with millions 
of Allied soldiers firmly installed on its territory. 
In addition, MacArthur is properly giving top 
priority to the rescue of the many Americans 
held in Jap prison camps. 

So if MacArthur isn’t swooping down as yet 
on thousands of war criminals, it is because his 
forces are still in the process of debarking in 
Japan. He hasn’t the men for such a round-up, 
even for policing the country, and only the key 
points have so far been occupied. If he cam 
get the surrendered Jap Government to arrest 
some of the men on his wanted list, so much the 
better. That will leave his limited forces avail- 
able for their other duties, but ready to round up 
the criminals if Jap officials fail to do so within 
the two days allotted them. 

Many of the problems met in Germany are also 
present in Japan. Some of them are present in 
more aggravated form, both because of Mac- 
Arthur’s limited manpower and because of the 
strange twists in the Oriental mentality. 

As in Germany, Jap civilian leaders are trying 
to put the full responsibility for war on the Jap 
militarists. Tojo is being as roundly condemned 
by Jap spokesmen as Hitler was by Germans a 
few months ago. Also as in Germany, Jap busi- 
ness leaders are playing for sympathy and even 
financial help, though the Zaibatsu were lined 
up just as solidly with the militarists as were 
their industrialist counterparts in Germany. 

Certainly the experience gained in all the 
fumbling with the Reich should be of value in 
dealing with Japan. We have a long account to 
settle with the Japs who plotted the war and 
those responsible for the unspeakable barbarities 
that magked its course. As MacArthur consoli- 
dates his occupation, trial of the Jap war crim- 
inals ought to proceed without the irritating de- 
lays that have marked the course of justice in 
Europe. 
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Sound Use for Our Vast Power 


We can’t buy peace, wealthy as we are, any 
more than Midas could buy happiness or peace 
of mind. 

But with wise use of our vast wealth we can 
bargain, to the best of our democratic ability, 
for conditions elsewhere in the world that we 
believe will be most conducive to keeping peace. 

It’s something to think about as Lord Keynes 
and Lord Halifax sit down in Washington with 
Will Clayton, Fred Vinson and Henry Wallace 
and others to discuss loans and trade; as Secre- 
tary Byrnes takes his place on: the Council of 
Ministers in London: as Secretary Ickes leaves 
for England to negotiate a new oil treaty. 

There are some, like Representative Knutson 
of Minnesota, who want our bargaining power 
used dangerously, to intimidate liberal govern- 
ments. There are others who want it used to 
bring about the fairest possible settlement of 
such troubling issues as are presented by Pales- 
tine, Hongkong, colonial Africa, the political 
complexion of Greece, the destiny of Italy and 
the Balkans. 

The Knutsons are asking us to play the dual 
and decadent roles of Midas and King Canute. 
The alternative befits the dignity of a peace-lov- 
ing, world-leading democracy. 
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Delay on Surplus Property Reform 

Congress, the Administration and everybody 
else in Washington down to surplus office boys 
knows that the Surplus Property Act is a merry- 
go-round of contradictions lavishly trimmed with 
red tape, Yet the House has passed—and the 
Senate will probably act on it this week—a bill 
to do nothing more to the act than abolish the 
board and give the job to a single Administrator. 

Mr. Symington, the Administrator himself, is 
to blame. He was a co-operative, facile and 
obliging witness before the House committee 
working on the bill several weeks ago. But in- 
stead of asking at the time for other amend- 
ments to make the act administratively feasible, 
he requested, instead, a few weeks to prepare 
his suggestions. Meanwhile, millions of dollars’ 
worth of goods that must be rushed to the con- 
sumer market are being declared surplus every 
week—as much as a half-billion dollars’ worth 
in one day. 

In more than a month at his new desk, Mr. 
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Symington surely has had time to examine the 
recommendations of his predecessor, Guy Gil- 
lette, and those of other members of the or- 
ganization. With Congress loaded to the dome 
with “must” legislation, there may be a delay 
of months in getting a sensible and speedy sur- 
plus property program set up. Such delay in 
an agency so closely interlocked with problems 
of inflation and unemployment ® a road block 
to rapid reeonversion. 
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The Meaning of Tangier 

History hovers like the smoke of forgotten 
battles over the Mediterranean. It has been 
the mother-sea of the golden civilizations of 
Greece, the Persians and the Caesars, passage- 
way of all cultures of three continents and high- 
road of French and British imperialisms through- 
out the era of world dominance by the West. 
And once again great powers struggle, if not for 
its mastery, at least for a stake in its control, 
even as they struggled when Xerxes was de- 
feated 2300 years ago off the coast of Salamis. 

Influence in the Mediterranean was a dream 
cherished by the Czars and frtstrated by Great 
Britain for more than a century. Russia h 
at last the might and the position to assert h 
old interest, and Stalin is doing so at three 
strategic points—the Dardanelles, where he chal- 
lenges the Montreux Convention giving exclusive 
control of the Straits to Turkey;. Pantelleria, 
the island off Sicily which Russia thinks should 
be internationalized; Tangier, on whose control 
Russia demanded and got a say-so. The Black 
Sea, like Leningrad, will soon have windows to 
the west. : 

There is more involved, however, than Russian 
resentment of British mastery of the Mediter- 
ranean—resentment that provoked the Crimean 
War and that may have been justified by the 
unchecked aggressions of Mussolini and the de- 
cline of France. For the United Nations Charter 
provides for trusteeships to control just such 
tinder zones. And although the trusteeship 
formula is weak, it can never be strengthened 


until it is used. The disposition of Tangier, the. 


“little Gibraltar” seized by Franco Spain during 
the war, could have been at once a t“st of four- 
power confidence in the Charter and a blueprint 
for co-operation in similar areas. 

France, Russia, the United States and England 
decided differently at the Tangier conference 
held in Paris last month. They went back to 
1923, to the old system of internationalizing 
Tangier through a control commission that now 
includes Russia as well as Spain. They gave 
smaller powers a good deal to say about how 
Tangier shall be governed, and protested the 
character of the Franco Government, But other- 
wise they acted as if the San Francisco Con- 
ference hadn’t taken place at all. 

In a new sense, the Mediterranean is a cross- 
roads where the way of the world may be de- 
cided. If the Tangier decision is an example, 
then the day-by-day drift is toward a struggle 
for power instead of a concert of nations.

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Kagawa Self-Condemned 

Niemoeller in Germany, Kagawa in Japan— 
those were the names of two spokesmen across 
the enemy lines whom American opinion strong- 
ly counted upon to help lead their countries to 
the ways of peace and decency after the war. 
Both have disillusioned their former admirers, 
and by their own words. Niemoeller, freed from 
a prison camp last May, parroted Nazi maxims, 
And now Kagawa, interviewed in Tokyo, has ad- 
mitted that he placed Japanese nationalism above 
the broad ethical teachings of the Christianity 
he professed and preached. 

Even more than Niemoeller, Kagawa was high- 
ly regarded in America. A magazine writer in 
1935 called him a “present-day saint.” Kagawa 
had labored for the poor, to organize Japanese 
labor, for slum clearance, for universal manhood 
suffrage and against militarism, and he had gone 
to prison for his opinions. So great was his 
prestige that, when immigration authorities late 
in 1935 sought to bar his admittance to this coun- 
try for a ater tour, President Roosevelt in- 
tervened. His message of peace and good will 
was conveyed to large and attentive audiences, 
including several in St. Louis. 

But when the showdown came, Kagawa for- 
got the teachings of peace, and became a spokes- 
man of Jap imperialism and aggression. The in- 
terview published this week discloses a pitifully 
confused man, trying to cling to his former pac- 
ifist principles, yet seeking to justify the Jap 
militarists’ cause and eager to save his own skin. 
His words will sadden many Americans who had 
high hopes in Kagawa as a means of redeeming 
Japan from its following after false gods. 

We will ultimately need to work with Germans 
and Japanese, of course; in the re-education of 
their countries. But Kagawa, like Niemoeller, 


should be permanently off the prospect list. 
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Coalition Cabinet for the Czechs 

President Benes of the Czechosloyak Republic 
is determined to gain unity in its government 
by having all political parties represented in the 
Cabinet to be appointed after this fall’s parlia- 
mentary balloting. He has just announced that, 
irrespective of their strength or weakness in the 
coming election, “‘we will give them represen- 
tation in the Cabinet and make them responsible 
for the next five or six years which are before 
Czechoslovakia.” 

Lively recollections of party battles in the 
first Czechoslovak Republic, even in the early 
Masaryk days, may have influenced the adoption 
of the coalition Cabinet program. Even more 
determinative, we suspect, was Mr. Benes’s ad- 
miration of the efficient operation of Britain's 
coalition, which he observed while heading the 
Czech Government-in-Exile in London. 

Czechoslovakia is still in a situation of high 
emergency, will continue so for some time, and 
it is highly important that her top minds work 
together for her reconstruction. President Benes 
is well advised to move along this unifying road.

There is elation in the world today be- 
cause of victory. But there is also fear, 
It is a primitive fear, the fear of the un- 
known, the fear of forces man can neither 
channel nor comprehend. It is thus that 
man stumbles fitfully into a new age of 
atomic energy for which he is as ill 
equipped to accept its potential] blessings 
as he is to counteract or control its pres- 
ent dangers, 


It should not be necessary to prove 
that on Aug. 6, 1945, a new age was born. 
When on that day a parachute containing 
a small object floated to earth over Japan, 
it marked the violent death of one stage 
in man’s history and the beginning of an- 
other. It is in effect creating a blanket 
of ohsolescence not only over the methods 
and the products of man but over man him- 
self. 


A Crisis in Decision 


Only two species practice the art of war 
-~men and ants, both of which, ironically, 
maintain complex social organizations. 
While all entomologists are agreed that war 
is instinctive with ants, not all anthropol- 
ogists and biologists are agreed that war 
is instinctive with men. 


But what does it matter if war is not in 
the nature of man, so long as man con- 
tinues through the expression of his nature 
to be a viciously competitive animal? The 
effect is the same, and therefore the re- 
sult must be conclusive-—war being the ef- 
fect, and complete obliteration of the human 
species being the ultimate result. 


If this reasoning is correct, then modern 
man is obsolete, a self-made anachronism 
becoming more incongruous by the minute. 
He has leaped centuries ahead in invent- 
ing a new world, but he has not prepared 
himself to live in that world, 


Man is left, then, with a crisis in deci- 
sion. The main test before him involves 
his will to change rather than his ability 
to change. That he is capable of change 
is certain. Two principal courses are open 
to him. Both will keep him alive for an 
indefinite or at least a reasonably long 
period, 

The first course is the positive one. Man 
now has it within his grasp to emancipate 
himself economically. If he wills it, he is 
in a position to refine his competitive im- 
pulse; he can take the step from competi. 
tive man to co-operative man, He has at 
last unlocked enough of the earth’s secrets 
to provide for his needs on a world scale. 
There is power enough and resources 
enough for all, 


World Government Needed

Far from banishing war, the atomic bomb. 


will in itself constitute a cause of war. In 
the absence of world control as part of 
world government, it will create universal 
fear and suspicion. Each nation will live 
nervously from one moment to the next, 
not knowing whether the designs or am- 
bitions of other nations might prompt them 
to attempt a lightning blow of obliteration. 
The ordinary, the inevitable differences 
among nations which might in themselves 
be susceptible of solution might now be- 
come the signals for direct action, lest the 
other nation get in the first and decisive 
blow. 

There is no need to talk of the difficul- 
ties in the way of world government. There 
is need only to ask whether we can afford 
to do without it. All other considerations 
become either secondary or inconsequen- 
tial, 

True, in making the jump to world gov- 
ernment, man is taking a big chance. Not 
only does he have to create the first world 
authority, but he shall have to make sure 
that this authority is wisely used, A world 
state without a world conscience can be 
world tyranny. The world institution must 
be compatible with—indeed, must promote 
—free institutions. This challenge is not 
less important than the challenge to estab- 
lish world government itself. 


The Only Alternative 


If he rejects this, the first course, there 
is yet another way, an alternative to world 
government, 

The second course is relatively simple. It 
requires that man eliminate the source of 
the trouble, Let him abolish, carefully and 
competely, everything relating to science 
and civilization. Let him destroy all ma- 
chines and the knowledge which can build 
or operate those machines, Let him raze 
his cities, smash his laboratories, dismaritie 
his factories, tear down his universities 
and schools, burn his libraries, rip apart 
hig art. 

Let him murder his scientists, his doc- 
tors, his teachers, his lawmakers, his me- 
chanics, his merchants—anyone who has 
anything to do with the machinery of 
knowledge or progress. Let him punish lit-

let him revert to his condition in society in 
10,000 B. C. Thus emancipated from science, 
from progress, from government, from 
knowledge, from thought, he can be rea- 
sonably certain of prolonging his existence 
on this planet. 

This can be one way out—if modern man 
believes he is not ready for world gov- 
ernment. This is the alternative to world 
government—if modern man wishes an al- 
ternative,

“We shall misinterpret the whole prob 
lem of reconstruction,” writes Economist 
Kenneth E. Boulding, formerly of the 
League of Nations staff and now teaching 
at Iowa State, “unless we see it as part 
of the whole drama of economic progress, 
in which the war is merely an interlude.” 

Our problems are essentially the un 
solved problems of 1939—for the United 
States, the old paradox of unemployment 
and poverty among the means for abun- 
dance, exaggerated by wartime technical 
progress; for most of the rest of the world, 
to build up, or re-create from the ruin 
the means of higher productivity. Wisely 
therefore, Boulding departs from his ar 
biguous title and addresses himself to 
inquiry on economic progress,

On the margins of his analysis, though 
not at the center, Boulding is an indepen 
dent thinker. 

“We cannot,” he holds, “be pure ind 
vidualists because we are not pure ind 
viduals; we are bound together In a socia 
web that permits none of us to be eithe 
completely independent of others or co 
pletely irresponsible.” The problem {fs tt 
design that web for abundance without im 
pairment of freedom. 

Boulding would solve the problem with 
the Keynesian notion of a quickly variabl 
“broad-based income tax, deductible at th 
source wherever possible, and payable at 
frequent intervals.” When buying needed 
stimulation, the tax would be reduced 
When inflation needed curbing, it would 
be raised. 

But here, at the very center of his s 
tem, Boulding leaves a big unresolved dif. 
ficulty. If people are liable to sudden t 
increases, will they not hesitate to spend 
lest they be caught without funds to mak 
their fixed payments on the house or th 
car? Unless some tiding-over apparatu 
were added, it appears that the syste 
might tend to keep the economy in a cor 


stant moderate depression.

Perhaps Boulding knows a way out o 
his difficulty, but he does not tell wha 
it is. As he holds, taxation can be mad 
a most useful instrument to promote stabl 
prosperity. It is all the more important 
therefore, that such gaps be closed.

Pitfalls in Our Path. 


Many pitfalls face 
not yet accustomed 
ercise of great power. We can be 
honest with ourselves, then, and 
recognize that nothing is so tempt- 
ing as to over-estimate one’s own 
influence and to under-estimate 
one's own responsibilities, to be 
more interested in the rights than 
in the duties of a powerful state, 
and like so many of the newly 
rich and just arrived, to be jeal- 
ously fearful of losing privileges 
which, in fact, can in the long run 
be retained only by using them 
well.

The Bond Between 
Hunter and His Dog

L OUIS BROMFIELD’S big home at Malabar 


Farm, if one may judge from his book 
“Pleasant 'Valley,” is inhabited about equally 
by his family, his host of friends and a tribe of 
huge boxer dogs 
along with assorted 
smaller canines. 

The reason for 
the number of dogs, 
as Bromfield gives 
it, is a logical one 
for a dog-lover. 

And yet, as he him- 

self admits, it 

doesn’t work. A 

dog — almost any 

dog — can win a 

deep hold upon the 

hearts and affec- 

tions of its owners, 

at least if it is kept 

as a companior 

rather than as a 

machine for hunting or a specimen for exhibit in 
the bench shows, But the life of a dog, as com- 
pared with out own three score years and ten, 
is a short one and it is inevitable that the heart 
and the hearth of every dog-lover are left empty 
all too often by the passing of these devoted 
companions. 

The answer might be, as the Bromfields con- 
cluded, to have more than one dog; in fact, to 
have several if your family and acreage will 
permit. Under such circumstances, there would 
always be a new canine companion to take the 
place of the last one. And this, in a sense, is 
what happens even though the loss of one dog 
is never quite replaced by the comradeship of 
another,

THE REASON is that each develops its own 
character, just as we humans do, and that no 
two are exactly alike. Each wins its place in 
our affections for particular reasons—one be- 
cause of a quiet dignity and unfailing ability to 
interpret our moods, another for its irresistible 
gaiety which always gives a lift to our spirits. 
Some are solid and dependable, some volatile 
and some mischievous. And when any of them 
reaches the end of the road, it is missed because 
of those qualities for which it had endeared 
itself to us. 

It seems to me that of all relationships be- 
tween humans and animals there is nore so 
close as between the hunter and his dog. Nor 
is there anything strange about this. A man 
may be a great lover of dogs and an enthusiast 
for golf or bridge—yet he and his dogs do not 
have those interests in common, 
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IT WAS THIS fact, perhaps, which misled 
Thorsten Veblen, the Norwegian-American econ- 
omist who predicted so many of the changes 
of our times, into making a strange statement 
regarding the ownership of dogs. Their value 
lay, he said, “chiefly in their utility as items 
of conspicuous consumption.” And indeed I 
have known a few Afghan hounds and be-rib- 
boned French poodles whose chief value un- 
doubtedly lay in their expensive uselessness, I 
am equally certain, on the other hand, that 
Thorsten Veblen never sat atop an Ozark ridge 
on an early June night with a handful of back- 
country farmers and a jug of mountain dew, 
listening to a pack of bell-voiced hounds take 
a gray fox up and down the “hollers.” And 
every man there able to tel! you without a 
miss, the name of every hound in the pack 
from the music of its baying.

YOU WILL NOTE a community of interest, 
here, between the men and their hounds; a love 
of the chase, and of being abroad in the wood- 
land on a summer’s night when stars twinkle 
and the dew comes down and the scent hangs 
heavy to‘the ground. Old fox-hunters say that 
even Renyard enjoys the sport and who can 
doubt this, since the sly fellow might den up 
safely aj dozen times during an evening’s run! 


It is the-same with the duck hunter and his 
faithful Labrador, crouched close together in the 
blind’ on a frosty dawn and trembling with 
‘eagérness as cautious wings go whistling over- 
head. Nor can any man who rates dogs only 
as “iterns of conspicuous consumption” have 
known the thrill of following a pair of hard- 
going bird dogs across the brown autumn fields 
and watching them put the same drive and zest 
into the last cast of the day as into the one 
which nailed the morning’s first covey. 
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A FEW SUNDAYS AGO we took Randy, the 
young setter, over to Alvin Miller’s on the 
Illinois prairie to be trained. Randy is a lovable 
rascal—big and intelligent and gentle, despite a 
weakness for half-grown white rock chickens. 
I think he should do well under Alvin's tutelage 
and have every hope that he will make a good 
gun dog. But even though he turns out to be 
a world beater, he will never quite take Old 
Mac’s place. When you total up the final score, 
it isn’t just the number of quail a dog points 
in his dozen years that counts—although Lord 
knows Mac pointed many a one [ couldn't hit. 


Nor is it the stylish, head-high points. 
add to the: fun, but I’ve killed some mighty satis- 
factory doubles that Old Mac pointed half-way 
through a -fence or lying flat on the ground 
where he had skidded to a stop as the birds 
came under’ his nose. 
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NO—WHEN the last day of the last season is 
ended, it’s the love of the game that makes a 
great gunidog. It is the keen nose, backed by 
that marvelous combination of instinct and expe- 
rience in hunting country which we call “bird 
sense,’ plus the fighting heart which sustains 
the same driving pace throughout the longest 
day afield. It is the gentleness which keeps 
the old fellow quietly there beside you during 
the noon rest, sharing your sandwiches and 
coffee wan even the apple from the pocket of 
your hunting coat. But Old Mac’s eyes had 
become clouded so that he looked at us with a 
hurt bewilderment. His once keen ears could 
hear only the shrillest whistle, so that even 
close-by he had to search for us with his nose, 
Sometimes, when ‘he lay too long in the sun, 
wed have to help him to his feet.

Dull Biography of Rickenbacker 
OMEBODY has suggested somewhere that the words 
S “biography” and “autobiography” be abolished from 
the language and from our thinking, and the word 
“fiction,” with the cataloguing subtitle, “based on a number 
of facts,” be substituted. The reason for the 
suggestion, it would seem to follow, is that the 
hardest thing on earth to put into words, for 
the perusal of one’s fellow men, is the whole 
human truth, and nothing but the truth, so help 

me, God, 

This reviewer would not care to string along 
wholly with this suggestion. There have been, 
in words, on the stage, and in movies, a number of biograph- 
ical and autobiographical stories that have come pretty close— 
the truth being as hard to determine and to tell as it is—to 
what biography and autobiography are at their human best. 
But “CAPTAIN EDDIE,” now at the FOX Theater, is not one 

of the better biographies or autobiographies. 


Billed, rather pompously, as “the story of Rickenbacker,” 
“Captain Eddie” opens with the much-publicized Rickenbacker 
adventure of 1942, when Rickenbacker, the present President 
of Eastern Airlines, World War I flying ace, and stormy 
petrel of World War II in matters of views on labor, the late 
President. Roosevelt's policies, -etc., etc., found himself on a 
raft for a number of days in the Pacific, without food and 
water, and when a bird “miraculously” alighted on his head, 
providing sustenance for himself and those marooned with him. 


Playing the Pacific ordeal for all it is worth, the film, in a 
series of flashbacks, tells “the story of Rickenbacker” and his 
rise to fame and fortune, from origins in Columhus, O. But, in 
a nutshell, the story seems completely uninspired, The only 
reason any man’s story ought to detain the rest of us is that 
it is made revealing to give us an inkling of the mystery 
in human life. It should send us out of the theater excited. 
Rickenbacker's “story,” as told by the studio, piles episode on 
episode and you are given a number of facts, but it reveals 
nothing and you. are never surprised. You know the boy’s 
going to make good, and you just wait for the end of the story. 


With Fred MacMurray and Lynn Bari 

The studio, avoiding anything controversial, revealing, ex- 
citing, new, or gritty in its study, tries to make up for these 
lacks by bathing its episodes in the stock types of whimsy and 
“good taste” that pass as entertainment. Thus, much is made 
of what a little “devil,” in a nice sort of way, Eddie was as a 
boy, and much is made of his courtship of the future Mrs. 
Rickenbacker, with, notably, a comic sequence involving the 
smashing of her bicycle by the backing up into it of Ricken- 
backer’s antediluvian monster of an early automobile. 

After the bicycle was smashed (another version, incidentally, 
of the Hollywood formula of “boy meets girl”), Eddie takes the 
young lady home and gets what-ho from her parents, who 
don’t appreciate him keeping her out after 11 p.m. 

Fred MacMurray plays Rickenbacker, but might as well 
have been playing any of the stock parts he’s played in his 
last dozen films. Lynn Bari plays his wife, but might as well 
be playing another sweet-ingenue part. Thomas Mitchell ‘plays 
the man who gave Rickenbacker his first job with machines, 
but, with his stock fussing and fuming, might as well be play- 
ing another stock city editor or ship’s captain. Contributing 
nice acting bits were Charles Bickford, as Rickenbacker’s 
father, and Lloyd Nolan, as Rickenhacker’s raft-mate, 


Fine Documentary of Fighting Men 

The second film at the FOX is “THE TRUE GLORY,” a 
record, from the plain soldier’s point of view, of the war in 
Europe from D-Day through the Battles of the Rhine. Run- 

ning 80 minutes, with a number of casual-seem- 
ing commentaries by unknown voices of soldiers 
who were there, British, Canadian, French and 
American (including Deep-South voices, Brdok- 
lyn voices, and at least one voice from St. Louis), 
it is a fine film, authentic, moving and tre- 
mendously informative. 

To begin with, you see the men of the Allied 
nations battling under every conceivable condition, and you 
hear again, and in detail, all the names and events that were 
making the top news those days. But, even more important, you 
hear the viewpoints of the men, as expressed in those afore- 
mentioned voices. Some of these views, told in pithy, humor- 
ous, bitter and enduring voices, are among the oral literary 
gems that have come out of the war. 

There was the cultured voice of the map-supply clerk. 
He tells how he tried to locate our armies on maps of the 
advance terrain. I found that our men, in 
advancing, had run completely off our maps.” There was the 
soldier who, to console himself one night, drank some hair 
tonic, and got “stiffer than a plank.” There was the G.I. from 
Brooklyn who, with the most wonderful understatement, said,

Macaroons are dainty and fes- 
tive, and add their elegance to 
the most simple dessert. They are 
not always easy to find in the 
store and have somehow gained 
a reputation for being rather com- 
plicated to bake at home, The 
only complication is obtaining the 
almond paste, but this can be 
ordered from most bakeries or 
from any grocer who specializes 
in fancy products. Once you have 
the almond paste, the baking is 
very simple. They are dropped on 
unglazed paper to prevent them 
from burning on the bottom, and 
they are allowed to stand for 
several hours before baking so 
they wiil dry .on the surface and 
then crack on top when baked. 
This cracking is characteristic of 
ithe appearan e of a macaroon and 
is highly desireable. 


Macaroons. 


One-half (4 oz.) almond paste 
(obtained from a baker or a 
specialty shop), two-thirds cup 
granulated sugar, three table- 
spoons confectioner’s sugar, one 
tablespoon all-purpose flour, dash 
salt, two unbeaten egg whites, 
one-fourth teaspoon vanilla. 

Combine almond pas‘e and gran- 
ulated sugar and work with 
fingers until thoroughly blended. 
Add confectioner’s sugar, flour 
and salt and mix. Add egg whites 
and vanilla and stir. Drop from 
teaspoon on to unglazed unoiled 
paper. Allow to set for 3 hours. 
Bake in a 300 degree oven for 
20 minutes. Place paper on moist 
towel to remove macaroons, Makes 
three dozen one and one-half inch 
macaroons,

Proper Care of Baby

ABIES are extremely impor- 
B: tant people. They are the 

ones who must, shoulder the 
responsibility for th. welfare of 
this people in a few years from 
now. Every one of them must be 
given a chance to develop his 
powers fully, and that means we 
must guard their growth in 
healthy fashion, safeguard their 
mental health, watch over them 
and keep them growing in an 
atmosphere of affection without 
overdoing anything. 


Keep the baby clean. That is 
of chief ifiportance. Handle him 
with firm hands. If you are shaky 
let someone else bathe him that 
day. A change of hands as long 
as they are loving and sure hands, 
does no harm and helps to ac- 
custom the baby to different 
people. That relieves his mother 
when she needs relief. 
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KEEP THE BABY at home if 
possible. Travelling exposes him 
to germs, dust, drafts, fatigue, and 
none of these helps a baby’s 
growth one bit. 

Routine*him so that he eats at 

a regular time, rests, plays, sleeps 
on schedule. It is not essential 
to be on the stroke of the clock 
but keep near it because that 
helps the baby’s growth, his dis- 


position and character while it 
allows his mother to plan her 
own day. She has her life to live 
and it sometimes calls for acti- 
vities apart from the baby’s. She 
must attend to them according- 
ly or suffer in health. A baby 
needs a healthy happy mother 
more than all else.

WATCH OVER HIM while he 
sleeps. Train him to lie flat, not 
on his face. He needs fresh air. 
If he lies on his face he does not 
get as much of it as he might. He 
is likely to sleep with his mouth 
open when he lies face down and 
that is not good for his nose and 
throat. Give him no pillow. If he 
his none he cannot pull it over 
his face and smother himself. 
Fasten his bed clothes loosely, 
but snugly, too, and once in a 
while look at him. 

Talk to the baby. He hears 
you in some mysterious fashion 
though he cannot talk or think 
in words.

I feel that many individuals who 
do not can in community centers, 
or in co-operation with any of the 
groups mentioned, may have prod- 
ucts that they have canned and 
will still can, which they could 
spare and send to the headquar- 
ters of one of these groups in 
their communities to swell the 
amount that goes overseas, It is 
hard for us here to realize what 
the needg will be in almost every 
country outside of North and 
South America. 


I have been hoping that some 
arrangements would be arrived at 
whereby one administrator would 
be appointed for the distribution 
of coal and the rehabilitation of 
transportation throughout Europe. 
It seems to me until that is done, 
it is going to be extremely diffi- 
cult to start people over there on 
an upward trend, and it is going 
to be extremely difficult to dis- 
tribute properly what relief is sent 
abroad. 


There is food in certain parts 
of Europe. For instance, certain 
parts of France even now could 
send food to other parts if their 
transportation were not complete- 
ly ruined, and coal were not com- 
pletely impossible to obtain. Den- 
mark was not ruined as a food- 
producing country by the Ger- 
mans because Allied airplanes 
disrupted the German transporta- 
tion system. 

I have seen in the papers that 
the rivers will be used as a 
method of distribution, but that 


‘will not adequately meet trans- 


portation needs. 


While I think we should bend 
every effort to save from our own 
plenty and ship to countries where 
starvation stalks the land, I think 
we should not forget one thing. 
That is, to urge that there be im- 
mediate consideration of a plan 
whereby’ some able administrator 
is put in charge of coal produc- 
tion and transportation, especially 
in the European field. 


Green Tomato Pie 


In North Carolina they make a 
green tomato pie that is some- 
thing out of this world. To make 
it, line a pie tin with pastry and 
then lay in a layer of sliced green 
tomatoes, a layer of paper—thin 
sliced lemon, and a layer of sugar 
—repeating the performance un- 
til there are three layers of each. 
Pour about one-half cup of water 
into the middle of the pie, cover 
with pastry and put into a hot 
oven for a few minutes. Then 
reduce the heat to moderate and 
bake slowly until the top crust is 
a golden color. You also could 
use the little yellow pear toma- 
toes for this—in which case a 
sprinkling of ginger should be 
added to the sugar.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 

HARLIE ROSS leaned back in 
C his chair in his White House 

office, braced his clasped 
hands behind his head and stared 
thoughtfully at an incipient crack 
in the ceiling. “How does it feel 
to be on the other side of the 
desk after more than a quarter 
of a century as a newspaper 
man?” he repeated. 

Watching him as he pondered 
the question, you sensed that at 
the moment he just felt sleepy. 
And no wonder. He had been 
working almost night and day 
since being drafted as press sec- 
retary to President Harry Tru- 
man. 

Perhaps he was exhilarated at 
times by the realization that he 
was now a figure moving along 
the pages of ergy instead of 
an observer, if he took time to 
think about it. Possibly he had 
to pinch himself at Potsdam when 
he was rubbing elbows with Mar- 
shal Stalin, Winston Churchill and 
later Clement Attlee. Or it may 
be that his thoughts reverted oc- 
casionally to the textbook on jour- 
nalism he had written decades 
ago when he was an instructor at 
the University of Missouri, and 
that he had to laugh at the new 
twists he had learned about the 
profession—from the other side. 

But right now Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross didn’t look ex- 
hilarated, or pinchable, or highly 
amused at his textbook preach- 
ments. He just looked sleepy. 

A side door opened noiselessly 
and in stepped Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes, carrying a sheaf 
of papers. A few seconds later 
Byrnes departed and Ross rang 
the buzzer and instructed one of 
his pretty secretaries to call in 
the White House correspondents. 
The, thundering herd stampeded 
through the opened door a mo- 
ment later, pencils poised. Calm- 
ly, clearly, the Press Secretary an- 
nounced the resignations of As- 
sistant Secretaries of State Archi- 
bald MacLeish and Julius C. 
Holmes. 

“Do you assume,” asked one re- 
porter, “that this is the beginning 
of a shakeup in the State De- 
partment?” 

“I assume nothing,” replied 
Ross with emphasis. He had 
learned, in the tumultuous pre- 
ceding days of the “death watch” 
over Japan when the whole world 
waited for the word “surrender,” 
to make no assumptions or pre- 
sumptions, to forego- all specula- 
tion. 

The news and radio corps said, 
“Thank you, Charlie,” politely and 
beat a long-gaited retreat, with 
the tall men in the vanguard. The 
clamor faded, and the door was 
closed once again. The Press Sec- 
retary didn’t look sleepy anymore, 
He was smiling. 


“Sometimes,” he said, “it seems 
to me as if I’m just playing a 
game with my former colleagues. 
At times I suspect they take de- 
light—not malicious of course—in 
tossing me a curve to see if I’m 
able to bat it back. 


“In the main, though, they ask 
about the same questions that I'd 
ask if I were still a correspond- 
ent. Once in awhile I do think 
instinctively of questions that 
haven't been shot at me. Jt’s the 
old reportorial experience coming 
to the fore—but I stifle it.” 

He tapped down a cigarette, lit 
it and drew in a long. draft of 
smoke, As he exhaled blue wisps 
curled lazily toward the ceiling 
his oye lit up with a delectable 
thought 

“Since coming to the White 
House,” he gaid, bemused, “I’ve 
often wished I were privileged. to 
witness the things I’ve seen and 
still be free to ‘cover’ them, to re- 
port them. But you just can’t 
be inside and outside at the same 
time.” 

Of course, it hasn’t all been a 
magic carpet idyle out of the Ara- 
bian Nights. At times it has 
seemed more like a roller coaster 
ride, replete with swift turns, steep 
climbs and dizzying descents. 
When Charlie Ross took the post 
he expected some headaches. He 
got them, notably at the Big Three 
conference in Germany. 


“I'd scarcely set foot on ground 
after flying with the President 
from Brussels,” he _ recounted, 
“when a group of Army officers 
handling press relations began to 
dump problems into my lap. The 
chief problem grew out of the an- 
nouncement that the conference 
could not be ‘covered.’ There had 
been a complete news blackout at 
the Yalta Conference, and even 
the place of meeting had been 
kept secret. But in this case the 
whole world knew that the con- 
ference had been pinpointed at 
Potsdam, and there were about 200 
correspondents who had gathered 


in the vicinity—reporters who had -°- 


come to cover the occupation of

Berlin and had remained to write 
about the Potsdam meeting. 

“These news and radio writers 
vigorously protested against the 
restrictions laid down, and they 
created a difficult situation. We 
decided to release as much news 
as we could from the conference 
area, but obviously we were unable 
to give out running accounts of 
the sessions. You can’t conduct 
a meeting like that in a goldfish 
bowl.” 

Nevertheless a considerable vol- 
ume of news was turned over to 
the hungry scribes—information 
about state dinners, sessions of 
the foreign secretaries, and event- 
ually, the Declaration itself. There 
was, furthermore, full and free 
coverage of the President’s in- 
spection tour of Berlin and his 
visit to Frankfurt to review two 
American divisions there, and 
other sidetrips. The reasonable 
correspondents were satisfied. 


Then one day the Army’s Lt. 
Col. John Redding informed Ross 
that a group of special writers 
had solemnly formed a grievance 
committee. The committee met 
with Charlie and Army public re- 
lations officers and charged that 
the three wire association corre- 
spondents who had made the trip 
from Washington with the Presi- 
dent were being shown “favorit- 
ism.” Wha: it boiled down to was 
the fact that the trio had a tele- 
phone in their billet—a phone 
that was there when they moved 
in. Charlie and Col. Redding 
promptly ordered it ripped out, 
and thus ended that earth-shaking 
dispute, 


“Despite the headaches — and 
there weren’t too many,” Charlie 
said, “it was a perfectly fascinat- 
ing experience, I saw Churchill, 
Attlee, Ernest Bevin, Stalin, Molo- 
tov and the others.

It is only fair to admit that 
South did not have to be optimis- 
tic to feel that eight tricks 
would be available at a spade 
contract, considering the strength 
of his own hand and the fact that 
North had shown values with his 
response at the two level. Thus, 
while it is taboo to rebid a four- 
card suit that has not been sup- 
ported, especially when holding 
such beautiful support for part- 
ner’s suit. I cannot deny that 
very bad luck, as well as the pre- 
viously mentioned greed for 
honors, contributed to the out- 
come. 

West led the club queen, and 
declarer (perhaps unwisely) 
chése to win with the ace. Now, 
as may be seen, South could have 
taken no fewer than 11 tricks by 
drawing trumps, then knocking 
out the heart ace.
